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THE RUSSIAN GENERAL SIRIKE. 


The news from R issia bacomes more serious 
daily, and the attempt of the antocracy to 
minimise the concessions which ill-success has 
wrung from it by the creation of a Dama, for 
which not one citizen in fifty was entitled to - 
vote, may prove to have been suicidal. The ° 
professions have apparently thrown in their 
lot with the people. The employés of the gas 
and elactric light works, the railways and the 
telegraphs have strack in every part of the 
Bmpire, leaving city after city in darkness 
and perplexity as to what will come next. 
Wisely enough the people have, this 
foreborne from all attempts to thrast» 
petitions on an anwilling antocracy or 
the streets against the troops. The lo 
tained in earlier .covflicts with ths military 
have taught them a better way of resistance— 
by non-resistance—and their leaders, who now 
number some of the most able minds in Russia, 
will do their utmost to avoid bloodshed, Rat 
whether they can control tha. annemane 
masses who are now following them: in 
the great cities, and among whom are< 
Anarchists and Terrorists, the criminals whom _ 
only faction and civil strike can draw into the 
streets, and the agenta-provocateura of the 
Government, is doubtful. If they fail in this, 
there is the imminent certsinty of bloodshed 
and the probability of utter overthrow in a 
colossal series of street fights, unless the troope 
resist their generals or there be found among 
these generals some man bold enongh to cast 
scruples and pradence to the winds, and throw 
in his lot with the reformers. And shonld the 
towns go, what will be the at:itade of the 
peasants? They have hitherto borne the repata- 
tion of being more devoted than any other 
part of the population to the Imperial throne : 
they have neyer moved against the Govern- 
meat, confining their attentions to unpopular 
landlords or to the luckless Israelites, whom 
they detest. as aliens in faith and actual or 
potential money-lenders and frequently massa- 
ore, instigated by the local authorities, with 
bestial and fanatical cruelty. But to-day it'is 
impossible for the Government to rely so impli- 
citly on their aid as before the war. The 
peasant in his dim way has began to realise 
that something is wrong, and this time the 
efforta of the sautooracy to persaade him that 


’ | his real foes are Japanese, Tarks, students,and 


intellectoals may tail. 


SIR WILLIAM GARSTIN, 


The news that the Egyptian Government 
has decided to present the sum of fiftesn 
thousand pounds to Sir William Garstin in 
recognition of the remarkab!e services that he 
has rendered to Ezypt, will, we are confident, 
evoke the utmost satisfaction in every part of 
the country and among every class. Nor will 
Ezypt alone congratalate Sir William; his old 
Indian colleagues will sympathise in his good 
fortane, as will his brothers of every nationality 
who have made the scienco of irrigation their 
life’s work. There are few men to whom it has 
bean so abundantly granted to sea the result 
of their labours. Posterity too otten is their 
aole spectator, bat the Adviser to the Ministry 
of Public Works, more happy in his destiny, 
has seen his greatest scheme successfally 
carried ont in spite of prophecies of failure and 
difficultias of finance. Toe immense increase of 
Egypt's wealth, hardly affected daring tha 
recent years of low Nile, is largely due to her 
aficient Irrigation Department and to the 
labonrs.of Sir William himself and of his 
fearless and energetic subordinates.

RENOWN’S PORT SAID STAY. 


(From our CoRRESPONDENT.) 
; Port Said, Saturday. 

Now that the Royal party have left us on 
the continuation of their tour, it may be in- 
teresting to review the progress of the trip 
up to the time ot their departure. . 

H.M’s. battleship Renown left Portsmouth 
on Sunday, 15th inst., for Genoa, where the 
Prince and Princess ot Wales embarked. From 
Genoa to the Straits of Messina the Renown 
was accompanied by H.M.8. Lancaster, Soffolk, 
Terrible, and Cambrian, with Lord Chas. 
Beresford on board. Just asthe Royal party 
were leaving Genoa the Italian Fleet rounded 
the point. The fleet consisted of Sicilia, Marco 
Polo, Delfino, and other vessels. 

When the Renown and her escorts arrived 
in the Straits of Measina, they were met 
by the whole of the Mediterranean Fleet, 
consisting of H.M.S. Bulwark, Queen, For- 
midable, Implacable, Venerable, Irresistible, 
Sentinel, Pricce of Wales, Goliath, Venus, 14 
destroyers, and others. The actual place of 
meeting was off Cape Pellsro. The usual 
Royal salate was fired, after which manceuvres 
began and lasted till sunset. Later in the 
evening there was a grand display of illamina- 
tions and fireworks. The fleet returned to 
Malta as soon as Reggio was passed, and the 
Terrible proceeded to Port Said at fall speed, 
in order to have time to coal at Snez before 
the arrival of the Prince. 

It was expected that the Renown would 
arrive here at8a.m.on Friday, and as a 
matter of fact no one expected her on Thars- 
day,antil about 11 a.m., when Capt. Tottenham 
informed the British Consul that he had 
received a wireless telegraphic message from 
H.M.S. Saffolk saying they would arrive at 
3 p.m. . 

The Ranown, on her arrival, moored opposite 
the Canal Company’s office. The band of the 
Lancaster played “God bless the Prince of 
Wales’ while the Renown was mooring, and 
immediately after tha Ranown’s band strack 
ap God save the King.” 

The Princess, who was on the bridge with 
the Prince, ore charming ina black skirt 
with a white bodice and yachting cap. Their 
Royal Highnesses remained on the bridge until 
the ship was moored and the boats returned. 
They then retired to their private rooms, and 
afterwa'ds received some official visits. 

After the visitors had left the Renown, the 
Prince of Wales was to be seen strolling on 
deck conversing with the Captain. Soon after 
7 o'clock his Royal Highness retired, and 
most of the people who had been waiting on 
the shore, in the hope of seeing the Royal 
party land, left. 

Esrly on Friday m@ning the Prince and 
Princes#, accompanied by some members of 
their suite, left the Ranown and boarded the 
Sorprise, where they took lunch. Afterwards, 
the Prince inspected the yacht and shortly 
after 3 p.m. he and the Princess proceeded to 
the Lancaster. Here the Prince inspected the 
ship and, as already reported, rang the silver 
bell which was presented to the vessel by the 
ladies of Lancaster, Subsequently the Royal 
party went on board the Soffolk. Tea was 
the chief item on the programme on the 
Suffolk. The stern of the ship was 
prettily decorated with flags, eto. The Prince, 
on Jeaving, shook handa with all the officers, 
and the sailors gave three cheers for the 
Prince and Princess, and another three for the 
King, as the Royal Standard was hauled down. 

From H. M.S. Soffolk the Prince and party 
went to the Powerful, where they were met 
by the captains of all four ships. Dinner was 
served later in the evening, after which a 
ball was held, and the Prince and Princess 
returned to the Renown soon after mid- 
night. 

The Renown finished coaling abont 2 p.m. 
yesterday and by 6 p.m. everything was as 
clean and white as possible. 

Over 700 '‘Jacks” came ashore last night 
and the streets were fall antil the esrly hours 
of the morning. ‘ 

At 6 a.m. to-day the boats of the Renown 
were lowered and manned and by 6.15 the 
Renown was inder way. Twenty-one guns 
were fired as a salute from the shore battery, 
and a little cheer went ap from the few 
people gathered on shore as the Renown 
moved off. The Prince appeared on deck jost 
as the bridge bell rang “Slow ahead.” An 
hoor later H. M. 8. Powerfal left her moorings 
and entered the Canal, and at 9.45 H. M. 8. 
Lancaster left for Malta. 


DEPARTURE FROM SUEZ.

H. M.S. Proserpine sailed from Suez for 
the Red Sea last night at midnight, and was 
followad at daybreak by the Fox.

A good deal of discussion took place about 
this at the time of the first adjadication, as 
several important persons are said to be in- 
teres'ed in the matter, and the point is one 
that has an important bearing on the renewed 
sale of the lands, which has been fixad for the 
firat of next month.

Suddenly there is a sound of approaching 
oavalry, and with a loud cry of Gelior ! (It is 
coming) and a spasmodic straightening-up of 
the hitherto loose lire of Zspiehs with fixed 
bayonets on either side the road, the mounted 
escort come at a trot round the corner. Form- 
ing two single files of thirty each, they have 
little difficulty in forcing back the people on 
to the narrow pavement. Bat except in times 
of. massacre, your Constantinople crowd is 
good humoured, well-behaved, and does what 
it is told. Following the police are a batch of 
hsjis in camel's hair vestare and with the 
red badge of their denomination. Behind thaee, 
on besatifally caparisoned steeds, are three 
Palace officials in dark uniforms adorned 
with gold lace. Then comes the head of the 
Caravan—his horse led, and holding aloft on 
a level with his face the Saltan’s Autograph 
to the Emir of Mecca, reposing on a velvet 
sachet, Next a retinue of aghas mounted 
and similarly resplendent. 

Then follows a certain gap, and amidst 
the weird chanting of theologians, possibly 
Shazli Dervishes, a string of five camels and 
a score of horses—worthy of the Lord Mayor's 
Show—move elowly through the throng, which 
is now shouting, pushing, and wildly gesti- 


ferm—Pashas, Generals, Governors, Agha—

The Governor's carriage is remarkable for its 
gorgeous yellow silk upholstery and magni- 
ficent Hangarian horses.

goes, and the camp is pitched. Here it will 
remain until the 15th of Ramadan, when it 
will embark at Harem [ikelessi for Bayrout, 
proceeding by the Hedjaz Railway to Ma’Ao 
and thence to Medina, which they visit 
twice, once oflisially. Inshallab, as the old 
tarbaned Osman says, they will reach Mina 
for the eacrificss of the Kourban Bairam. 
But who knows? These are sécreta in the 
keeping of the excellent Bedouin marksmen 
who roam the Land of Midian with long 
flint-lock muskets. ‘The Sarrei Hamayoon 
will then come into ase by way of toll.

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TRAFALGAR DAY. 


A SPANISH VIEW OF TRAFALGAR. 


In events vver which a century has passed 
the patriotism that belittles its own country’s 
glory by belittling ita foe has no part. Instead 
of singing, as did our ancestors natorally 
enongh, ‘“T'wo shinny Frenchmen, one Porto- 
guee, one jolly Englishman lick’ em all three,” 
we can appreciate the bravery of a defeated 
foe, and by so doing increase the merit of our 
country’s victory. So it is that at the present 
time the study of a Spanish view of Trafalgar 
(La del 21, as the Spaniards call the battle) 
tuay have both interest and profit. Pérez 
Galdds, ono of the greatest of living writers, 
has in his series of ‘“Episodos Nacionales” a 
study of Trafalgar, from which I derive the 
materials of this paper, 

The first point brought home to the reader 
is the hatred of the Spaniards for their so- 
called allies, the French. As Englishmen we 
are apt to forget that the Spaniards were 
forced into a war, in which they had nothing 
to gain and everything to lose, The policy of 
Godoy, the Prince of Peace, handed Spain 
over bound hand and foot to Napoleon. The 
battle off Cape Finisterre, when their allies 
had left them to their fate, was still fresh in 
their minds. “Gabachos,” the Spanish sailors 
call the French, “dirty pigs,” a word originally 
applied to the French inhabitants of the 
Pyrenees, and Galdds makes a Spanish sailor 
remark of the line of battle at Trafalgar that 
at any rate the ships of the ‘“gabachos” 
were so distributed among the Spanish 
ships that they could not leave them 
in the lurch. It is natural enough that the 
Spaniards should not do justice to the courage 
of the French especially as they were com- 
pelled to sacrifice themselves against the 
unanimous judgment of their captains in order 
that Villeneuve might prove to Napoleon that 
it was not without reason that he had refased 
battle befora. Both Villeneuve and the 
Spsnish commanders were fally aware that if 
their fleets left the harbour of Cadiz they 
would almost certainly be defeated. At the 
council of war Gravina, the Spanish admiral, 
after exhausting every argument, called the 
attention of Villeneuve to the weather, which 
was threatening the storm that actually broke 
after the battle. ‘Do you not see,” said Gravina, 
“that the barometer is falling ?” 

Villeneuve replied, “It is your courage that 
is falling.” At this insalt Gravina harled in 
the Frenchman's teeth his cowardice off Cape 
Fioisterre. After a heated disoussion Gravina 
exclaimed ‘“Manana al mar’ (To-morrow, at 
ses). So it was that the Spaniards left the 
harbour of Cadiz tor what they knew was 
certain. defeat. The anxiety of tha Spanish 
commanders to remain ‘p the harbour was 
fally justified by the .»-xperience of their 
crews, many of whom were raw levies, or 
soldiers who had never been to sea. 

On the other hand, the feeling of the 
Spaniards towards the English is much less 
resentful. There is an insinuation or two 
that we did not always fight quite fairly, and 
perhaps sometimes we did not. ‘Casacones” is 
the Spanish nickname for us, derived from 
“Casaca,” “a great coat,” a reference, ap- 
parently, to the Boglish uniform. Ono the 
whole, we are regarded as an honorable foe, 
and if “ponerse la casaca” (lit. : “to put on 
the great coat’’), was a slang term for getting 
drunk perhaps we deserved the reproof. The 
Spanish sailors have nicknames for the various 
admirals : Villeneuve is ‘Monsieur Corneta,” 
a comic character from a farce of the day ; 
Collingwood, “el tio” (“old” “le bonhomme”) 
“Calambre,” the nearest approach to Colling- 
wood that they could attain; Calder, “el tio 
Perol,” and Jervis, “el virjo zorro” (the old 
fox). Could any sailor ask for a nobler tribute 
from the enemy than the almost affectionate 
nickname given by the Spaniards to Nelson, 
“el Senorito” ? 

Galdds criticises severely the vanity of the 
Spanish officers; ‘who had their hair carefully 
dressed and powdered before the battle, but 
we msy compare them with Lord Falkland, 
“ce chef-d’ceavre de la délicate et galante 
morale entée sur l’antique loyauté,” who pre- 
ferred to die ina clean shirt. Trafalgar gave 
to Spain memories of which she may well be 
proud, and since, as I will show, a Spaniard 
has done justice to our Nelson, it is well that 
we also should do homage to an honorable foe. 

Dionisio Alcala Galiano, captain of the 
“Bahama,” wasin every way worthy of his 
nation. Before the battle, convinced that defeat 
was certain, he addressed his men, pointing to 
the red and yellow ensign of Spain: “Sirs, I 
would have you all aware that that flag is nailed 
to the mast.” Nothing could have been more 
concise, or considering the inexperience of a 
a great part of his crew, more salutary. Daring 
the action, though wounded several times, he ' 
kept his place on the bridge, until a round-shot ' 
carried off his head. 

Bat the trae Spanish hero of Trafalgar is 
Cosme Damian Charruca. Charruca was a 
mau of 45, of handsome featores, “with an 
expression of such deep melancholy that it 
was impossible to see him without feeling an ' 
irresistible desire to love him.
